1 . The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Where a 
group of inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement for unity of invention 
shall be fulfilled only when there is a special technical relationship among those 
inventions involving one or more of the same corresponding technical features which 
define a contribution over the prior art. The special technical feature of the present 
invention -- an image sheet comprising a layer of shape memory polymer and an image 
provided on the layer - does not define a contribution over the prior art, as is revealed 
by Mabbott (WO 01/87643 A1 ) on page 3, line 20. Consequently, a lack of unity of 
invention exists. See 37 CFR 1 .475 and MPEP 1850. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
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not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder.
